Shirley is a member of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Aviculture (AFA), a 
conservation group for bird breeders 


mm Of tropical and international species. 


“I'm not only interested in showing 
birds,” said Shirley, “but I also work 
to preserve endangered species of birds 
like the Venezuelan Red Siskins.” 
Shirley explained that there are only 
about 800 of these birds left in the wild 


because of illegal trapping for the pet 
bird trade and deforestation, resulting 
in loss cf habitat. The Venezuelan 
Red Siskins are used to breed “red” 
canaries causing the pure breed of 
species to almost disappear. 

The Red Siskin Project is a nation- 
wide breeding consortium sponsored 
by the AFA, The project utilizes a 
network of breeders and consultants 
across the United States who are united 
by a centralized, computerized stud- 
book and management committee. ‘she 
goal of the project is to build a strong, 
genetically diverse population of cap- 
tive-bred siskins for eventual release 
back into protected areas of suitable 
habitat within its historical range in 
South America. 


“So many of the birds have been 
imported to satisfy the demand of the 
public that breeders have almost de- 
pleted the species,” said Shirley. “I 
feel that all breeders should be willing 
to put something back into the envi- 
ronment because we take so much.” 

Shirley also works with the Michi- 
gan DNR and U.S Fish and Wildtife to 
rehabilitate wild birds, 

“Last winter I had a finch that didn’t 
feather right and couldn't fly,” she 
said. “When we released the bird into 
the wild in the spring he had a pretty 
song, but unfortunately it was the song 
of a canary, not a finch.” 

Shirley has helped to rehabilitate 
other birds including Cedar Wax wings, 


Robins, one Red Crossbill, Mergan- 
sers, a Heron, and two hawks. 

Last spring Shirley received a call 
from veterinarian, Dr.Timothy Hunt, 
who asked her to care for a Canadian 
Goose that had apparently flown into 
a power line. The goose was also 
wheezing with an upper respiratory 
infection, The goose lived in the 
Scott's dog kennel for two weeks while

“We learned too late that if we had 
organized before the take down be- 
gan, there were steps we could have 
taken that might have prevented some 
of the problems property Owncrs are 
now facing,” said Swandcr. 

Swander said an injunction to stop 
removal of the Salling Dam was a 
possibility because of the environ- 
mental damage to properties above 
and below the dam caused by mud and 
silt along the riverbanks and in the 
river channel, She said an injunction 
would have also provided time for the 
DNR to do an environmental impact 
study, 

“Legally the DNR did everything it 
was supposed to do to get the dam 
out,” said Swander, “even if some of it 
might have been a little underhanded.” 
She said by law the DNR did not have 
to do an environmental impact study 
because it declared the dam unsafe, 
stating it posed an emergency life 
threatening situation. 

“T think it’s ironic that the DNR has 
claimed the dam was unsafe for nearly 
20 years, but then said it didn’t have 
time to do an environmental study,” 
said Swander. . 

Smith said an engineer inspection 
of the dam in the late 1980s declared 
the structure unsafe, stating it posed a 
threat to the safety of the community, 
especially to residents living down- 
stream from the dam. 

“If repairs to that structure were not 
made, there was a strong likelihood 
that the dam would be breached by a 
high water event, such as the one that 
occurred in October,” said Smith. He 
said a sudden wall of water with mud 
going downstream would have defi- 
nitely caused severe property damage, 
probably personal injuries and possi- 
bly loss of life. It would also have 
resulted in a total fish kill throughout 
the affected area. 


Smith said the DNR intended to 
bring the pond down slowly to keep as 
much of the bottom mud in place, but 
heavy rains in October slowed down 
the procedure and caused mud lo move 
downstream. He said movement of 
mud (silt) in the stream channel was 
unavoidable because all materials ex- 
cept boulders and rocks move down- 
stream. Salling Dam interrupted the 
natural flow of sediment for approxi- 
mately 70 years. 

“The AuSable River Watershed is 
probably the best water quality water- 
shed in the state,” said Smith, “there- 
fore, Fisheries Division likes to main- 
tain that highest quality with the high- 
est quality fish, brook, brown, and 
rainbow trout.” 

“Tcan live with theriver out frontin- 
stead of a pond,” said Swander, “if I 
had solid ground that would allow me 
to get to the river.” 

Residents who once owned prop- 
erty on beautiful Salling Pond believe 
removing the dam has decreased the 
value of their property and would like 
compensation from the DNR. 

“The DNR said our property values 
would not go down,” said Bob and 


Carol Becks, property owners along | 


the upper AuSable River. The Becks 


feel their property value has dropped | 


approximately 30%, but with property 
values frozen for two years, they will 


pay the same taxes even though they . 


are not sure they own the property 
between the existing riverbank and 
the former bank of the pond. 

Century 21 stockholder and broker 
Randy Thompson said property along 
the upper AuSable River has suffered 
a temporary loss of value, some more 


than others, and suggested property 
owners should be given compensation 
in the form of property tax relicf until 
the riverbanks stabilize and they can 
get to the river to enjoy it. 

“The best thing for the AuSable 
River should be the best thing for the 
community,” said Smith, “and that is 
to preserve the river for future genera- 
lions. With the Salling and downtown 
dams in place at least ten miles of the 
famous AuSable River were impacted 


by water temperatures making those 
ten miles lesser in quality,” he contin- 
ued. “Trout do not thrive in those 
sections of the stream during the 
summer months, the area’s prime rec- 
reation time, If the temperature prob- 
lems arc addressed, the additional wa- 
ters available to trout fishermen will 
result in a boom for the area’s econ- 
omy. Both floating and fishing sports 
are better achieved without dams on 
the AuSable River,” he concluded.
